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DEATH IN NEW YORE STREETS. 
From the New York Tribune, 

Deaths and serious injuries from traffic acci- 

dents in the streets continue to increase. For the 
month just closed automobiles killed and injured 
in this city 189 persons, as against 100 for the 
corresponding month of last year. The great in- 
crease is in the number of injured, 168 this July 
against 81 last July. Other forms of traffic show 
no such increase in deadliness. Street cars killed 
and injured 72 this July, a8 compared with 112 
last July. Wagons killed and injured 50, as com- 
pared with 66 in the same month one year ago. 
The total for the month just closed for all classes 
of traffic, 52 killed and 259 seriously injured, 
shows a grave failure on the part of the authori- 
ties toemake the streets safe for pedestrians. 
’ The loss of life from automobile traffic is so 
great and grows so rapidly that it is time a seri- 
ous study was fnade of the accidents as they oc- 
cur to find out just what causes them, in order 
that legislation may be intelligently framed to 
make the streets safer. Something like the study 
which the Interstate Commerce Commission makes 
of railroad accidents is required. All that the 
Public obtains when reading these monthly tallies 
of deaths and maimines is a confused notion that 
many of the accidents are unavoidable and that 
the rest of them are the result of the reskless 
operation of automobiles. <A careful study of the 
exact circumstances of each accident, so far as 
they could be learned, would result in disclosing 
what factors were responsible for most accidents 
and might point the way to regulations which 
would reduce the death list. 











THE CALL FOR GREATER PLAYGROUNDS. 
From the Craftsman. 

Slowly we have grown to know that rooms can 
never take the place of forests or railway traffic 
of our rivers. From every city and town we hear 
& murmur of voices: ‘Take us from our house 
prisons; we are growing pallid and irritable from 
the pressure of walls. We want our old world 
grown once more fair and fragrant and melodious, 
We want to walk in the sunlight and sleep in the 
fresh winds. We are tired of the work of man’s 
hands and we yearn once morg for God’s large

Out of this freshened gpirit, .this renewal of 
simplicity, surely is being born the impulse that 
would save what little is left to us of our wooded 
hills, our full-running rivers, nature’s own largess, 
for thé. goad of the people. Through the whole 
length’ and breadth of the country we ask but a 
few playgrounds and a few joyspots for the young 
and old. It is good for our nation that we are 
refusing to longer be satisfied with the little 
man-made patches of ground which we have called 
our city parks. The call today is to save for us 
some remnants of our mountains, our forests, our 
knee-deep clover pastures. In practically every 
city in the Union we are asking that the virgin 
woods should be spared to freshen the souls of 
our children. 
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RATS PROVE INNOCUOUS. 

From the Philadelphia Inquirer. 

A lot of ship rats have been seized in various 
ports of the country and haye been given the 
third degree. All have withstood the terrible or- 
deal and have proved themselves guiltless of the 
bubonic plague. We are glad of this, not for the 
sake of the rats, but on our own account. 

It is not the rat which is sought so much as the 
parasitic flea. This flea is to bubonic plague 
what the mosquito is to yellow fever. The flea 
carries his germs and develops them in his in- 
terior economy, and then—when he gets a chance 
—hbites some one and the plague is started. 

‘If we could get rid of these fleas the trouble 
would be over, Unfortunately the only way to 
kill the flea is to kill the rats, and some rats 
have great antipathy to being killed before 
their time. But it is a matter of congratulation 
that science has done its work so perfectly that 
bubonic plague has not arrived, and is not likely 
to do so. Fifty years ago, when bacilli were not 
invented, we should -have beén a prey to the 
plague. As soon as science kills off all the ship 
rats we may lose all fear of this dread disease.

Germany Needs Large Navy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In reply to “Anglo-American,” I advise him to 
study the Anglo-German question more ctosely 
himself, in regard to the “huge” navy of Germany. 
He should learn that Germany has the second 
largest merchant marine in the world, and an amn- 
nual foreign commerce, chiefly sea-borne. which 
exceeds that of the United States. These coadi- 
tions alone would warrant Germany in having 
the second largest navy. 

Furthermore, “Anglo-American” should know 
that the colonial pafpessions of Germany 
are large enough to enWitle her to the rank of 
third colonial power in respect to area of non- 
contiguous territory. The: “small slices’ of ter- 
ritory in Africa alone amount to nearly one mil- 
lion square miles. , 

On two sides the German Empire has powerful 
and unfriendly neighbors, namely France and 
Russia. Both these nations have recently voted 
great sums to increase their naval power. Both 
France and Russia are in some sort of alliance 
with Great Britain. That, in view of the more or 
less openly threatened aggression of these envious 
powers Germany has been content to build a navy 
which is scarcely larger than that of the United 
States, shows that Germany is not only not ag- 
gressive, but rather conservative in what she re- 
gards as the proper size for her navy... Germany 
has a far more vital dependence on her maritime 
and other over-sea interests than any Continental 
nation, or than the United States of being ag- 
gressive because the American navy is as big as 
the German navy, although America has a very 
much smal:.er merchant marine and smaller colon- 
ial possessions than Germany, 

The navy and commerce of Germany is no great- 
er actual menace to Great Britain than that of 
the United States was in the early part of the last 
century. But British arrogance is a menace to 
Germany, which she must take measures to pro- 
tect herself against. Great Britain’s impudent 
claim to a divine right of absolute control and 
unquestioned supremacy on the.sea seems to re- 
vive every century. In‘1812 it was the United 
States who had to demonstrate to England that 
she had no right to hog the whole world and run 
maritime affairs entirely to suit herself. If mat- 
ters keep-on as théy have for thé past year, it 
seems very probable that Germany is destined to 
administer the same salutary lesson to John Bull 
for the second time, in or about 1912.

A Westerner Answers Mr. Hathaway.

In your issue of Aug. 4, J. J. Hathaway, speak- 
ing of foreigners, says: “I am not prejudiced 
against any nationality or religion.

BAYREUTH, Bavaria, Aug. 10.—Cosima Wagner, 
called the “Queen of Bayreuth,” has this year given 


up to her gon Siegfried even the general superin- 
tendence of the festival. It is explained that, al- 
thougir there is no truth in the frequent reports of 
Frau Wagner's grave illness, she finds the labor con- 
nected with the festival too much for her strength, 
and so has reluctantly given up her work of pious 
remembrance in the last year of the Bayreuth Festi- 
val under present conditions. 

It has already been announced in the Post-Dis- 
patch’s dispatches that, according to existing ar- 
rangements, there will be no festival next year, and 
that by 1914 the Wagner family’s European privilege 
with regard to the production of “Parsifal’’ will have 
lapsed. 

Frau Wagner feels very bitterly this approaching 
loss of the exclusive European privilege, since she 
has “lived for the annual memorial production at 
Bayreuth.” 

A big petition signed by leading men in every rank 
of life, including Harnack and many other of Ger- 
many’s most honored scholars, has been presented 
to the Reichstag urging that the right to produce 
“‘Parsifal’’ may either be confined as heretofore to 
Bayreuth or may at least be confined to such of the 
very best European stages as can produce it worth.

The Conrad Schopp Fruit Co. and 
other corporations and individuals, 
all members of the Fruit and Produce 
Exchange, brought suit in the Cir- 
cult Court yesterday to restrain the 
eity from enforcing ordinances which 
require the dealers to have fruit and 
produce screened from April to De- 
cember, | ; 

The city ordinances, the last of 
which was approved by the Mayor in 
January of this year, require that 
fruit shall be screened in the sea- 
son from April to December, whether 
it is in storage, on display for sale, 
or in process of transportation. The 
ordinances state that the purpose of 
the screens is to protect the fruit 
from flies and flying insects. 

The city ordinances also regulate 
the manner in which fruit shall be 
displayed. The ordinances require 
that. where fruit is displayed outside 
a store, it shall be at least 18 inches 
above the ground 
City Attorney Garesche has been 
attempting to enforce the ordinances 
and has had a number of dealers 
fined in the police courts. Other 
cases against dealers are now pend- 
ing and the plaintiffs, in the injunc- 
tion suit, ask that Garesche be re- 
strained from prosecuting them. 
Besides Garesche other defendants 
to the suit are Chief of Police Young, 
Mayor Kreismann, Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff and Assistant Health 
Commissioner Jordan. 

The fruit dealers contend that the 
requirements of the ordinances are 
unreasonable and that they are in 
violation of the statutes of the State 
and of the provisions of the city 
charter. They ask that the court de- 
clare the ordinances unconstitutional. 

The fruit dealers in their petition 
set forth that their business places 
cover 40 acres in the district bounded 
by Third and Howard streets, Broad- 
way and Lucas avenue.

The principle of co-operation in 
dealing with negro problems is in- 
creasing, according to the! Committee 
for Social Service among negroes, 
which has just issued a report for 
its second fiscal year. 


The committee owes its existence 


to the principle of joint deliberation 
and co-operation between the two 
races on negro conditions and prob- 
lems in St. Louis. \ It was organized 
two years ago as a delegate body 
with five representatives each from 
the Social Service Conference and the 
Forum Club, and with one representa- 
tive from each of five negro women’s 
organizations. The Social Service 
Conference is an organization of 
leading white social workers and the 
Forum Club is said to represent the 
best and most progressive element 
among the negroes. 


The committee has gained the con- 


fidence of both races as they are 
represented on the committee by 
social workers. It believes that this 
method of co-operation is the best 
way to deal with social and civic 
problems among the negroes, and I» 
therefore trying to get other chari- 
table organizations to take it up.

SAYS RODENBERG 


East St. Louis Congressman Fig- 
ures No Nominee Can Be Elect- 
ed; Thinks Knox Will Win. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—None of 
the three more prominent candidates 
for Presideht can be elected, accord- 
ing to the list of figures prepared 
by Representative William A. Roden- 
berg of East St. Louis. 

Rodenberg is one of the dyed-in- 
the-wool stand-patters of the, House. 
In his prepared list of probable re- 
sults he gives Col. Roosevelt 95 votes 
in the electoral college; 


Rodenberg attempts: to show that 
in the event of a deadlock in the 
electoral college Secretary Knox 
might ‘be chosen to succeed Pres!i- 
dent Taft. The candidate elected. by 
the electoral college must get at 
last 266 votes. Rodenberg gives 
Taft 216 votes, Wilson 21. and 
Roosevelt 95. Here is the way he 
figures it all out.

Nid DAUGHTER 


She Writes of Interview in Which 
They Discussed Intimate 
Personal Affairs. 


FORM IS CLEARLY SEEN 


Famous Journalist, Who Went 
Down With Titanic, Believed 
/ in Truth of Spiritualism.

Miss Estelle W. Stead, daughter of the 
late W. T. Stead, famed as an author 
and journalist, who met death in the Ti- 
tanic disaster, presents in the current 
number of Hearst's Magazine, probably 
the strongest argument ever written in 
advocacy of the truth of Spiritualism. 
Miss Stead tells of seeing and convers- 
ing with her father three weeks after the 
Titanic sunk, and while she does not 
reveal any of the conversation, she 
declares it to have been intimately per- 
sonal and to haves dealt with subjects 
of which the medium could have had no 
knowledge. 

W. T. Stead was a believer in the Un- 


seen, the Eternal, during the greater 
part of his life. He wrote much on 
the subject and was the object of rcauch 
adverse criticism and scoffing because 
of his writings. 

Miss Stead’s article is, “My Father and 
Spiritualism.”’ 

She tells that Mrs, Wreidt, an Amer't- 
can, Was the medium, and that it was 
a trumpet seance. Her father appeared 
in a bright light, took the trumpet. 
and turning to one who had often 
scoffed at their sittings, said: 

“Do you belleve now? Is not all I told 

you true?” 
Miss Stead says that she has never 
been a doubter of the greater world, 
though she has often doubted the au- 
thenticity of messages. and the perfec- 
tion of the instruments of communion. 


Her Father's Image. 

The voice she heard and the image | 
of her father, she says, made unmis- 
takable his presence, and while she 
says it is difficult for her to write of 
the experience, she belfeves that her 
father desires it to aid in presenting 
to the world the facts as she sees 
them. 

She comments on the fact that the 
great number of persons refuse to in- 
vestigate spiritualism, and recofl from 
such knowledge, readily accepting a3 
true that all mediums are fraudulent 
because some are, ané@ accepting the 
failure of a medium properly to convey 
some particular matter as absolute 
proof that the greater world is unreal. 

Telling of her father’s life and be- 
liefs in spiritualism, Miss Stead says 
that he would never make his pro- 
nouncement of an absolute belief until 
a member of his family returned from 
the Beyond. In December, 1908, she 
says, his eldest son, who had died at 
the age of 33, returned and conversed 
with her father, and after that thev 
frequently talked together, always 
through a medium who was merely 1 
slight acquaintance. The intimate mat- 
ters discussed, she said, could hav: 
been known by no other person and 
fully convinced her father. 

Miss Stead recalls a gift of automatic 
writing her father had. By making his 
mind passive and placing pen on paper, 
she said, he would automatically write 
messages from both the living and tho 
dead. In every instance where verifi- 
cation was possible by the living it was 
obtained. 

He Had No Doubts. 

His little book, ‘‘Letters From Julfa,” 
was his best known automatic, writing 
Four years ago he started “Julia's Bu- 
reau,” intended as a means of com- 
munication between persons of this 
world and the beyond. She quotes from 
her father regarding whether he had 
any doubts of the interpretation he gave 
of the spiritualistic phenomena; 

“Not the slightest. I have seen, and, 
therefore, I believe. I have seen my son 
materialize before my eyes; but why 
should I wish particularly to see him? 
That I hear from him is certain. We 
used to talk to each other by means of 
the telephone. I knew his voice, be- 
lieved what he said. It was enough. 
I did not see him; I heard him. §8o, 
now.” 

In closing her artcle, Miss Stead says: 

“On Christmas, 1909, this message came 
to ‘Julia’s Bureau’ from the founder, 
‘Soon all on your side will be on our 
side. And not until you are here will 
you be able to fully understand the need 
of my bureau.’ 

“And now he who felt Gre need so 
strongly and worked so strenuously to 
tridge the chasm has himself passed 
cver. I doubt not that he, understand- 
ing so well the difficulties he had to 
eentend with, and realizing the skeptic- 
ism and the necessity for proofs, hkving 
faced and battled on this side so long, 
will give people to think. Yet I do not: 
know. It is forthe magses he wi 1 work. 
to open the way for them—to give to 
them the certainty of that other world,/ 
that they may say as he did, ‘Spiriualism 
has made death other than death for 
me,’ "”

Prof. Bergonie Asserts’ It Is 


Better Than Meat or 
Vegetables. 


GENERATES INTERNAL HEAT 


Thus Is: Avoided the Ordinary 
Wearing Process on the 
Digestive Organs. 

PARIS, Aug. 10.—In an address this 
week before a distinguished.,.body of sci- 
entists, Prof. Bergonie described in full, 
with experiments, his theory that elec- 
tricity can be made to take the place of 
food to a considerable extent in sustain- 
ing life. His idea is that the essential 
purpose of food is to supply the body 

with internal warmth. 

Some of Prof. Bergonie’s experiments 
were attended with no small degree of 
danger to him. He proved to his own 
satisfaction and to that of most of his 
hearers that low-tension, high-frequen- 
cy currents of electricity can be passed 
through a man in such a manner as to 
produce the required energy—warmth of 
maintained life. he great thing to 
guard against is the production of a 


] temperature high enough to be fatal. 


According to Prof. Bergonie, electric 
“food”’ is much superior to vegetables 
and meat, inasmuch as it imposes no 
work on the digestive organs, the food 
being directly absorbed by the nerves, 
Thus is avoided, the savant asserts, the 
ordinary, fatiguing, wearing process of 
intestinal combustion which is so ex- 
hausting to invalids or to patients in a 
weakened state. 


“My plan of building up the body 
through the application of electric food,” 
he explained, “is directly opposed to the 
method of curing fatness by electricity. 
In the latter, electricity is so applied 
as to produce the effect of exercise and 
thus build up energy. 

“One dose of electric ‘food’ will do a 
man as much good as three solid meals 
of ordinary food. More than that, elec- 
tric food actually increases the patient's 
weight. My experiments have been con- 
ducted on patients who have’ not 
changed ordinary diet during the 
electric treatment.”

A SCHOOLMASTER 








Elliott W. Major, Democratic nom- 
inee for Governor of Missouri, like 
Woodrow Wilson, Democratic candi- 
date for President, ig a former school 
master. Unlike Wilson, however, Ma- 
jor uever attained the title of “Pro- 
fessor” or “Doctor,” for his teaching 
was done in the country districts of 
Pike and Lincoln counties, When he 
wus teaching school he was reading 
law books at night, borrowed from the 
law offices of Speaker Champ Clark.

4.STORY BUILDING 


FALLS, 3MEN HURT: 
BEAM SAVES A BOY 


Projecting Timber Shields Child 
When House at 602 North 
Levee Crashes Down, 


TWO RUN OUT IN TIME 


Another Structure Appears to Be 
So Weak That Inspection 
of It Will Be Asked. 


A four-story brick building at 602 
North Levee, close to the Eads Bridge 
pier, fell at 6 o’clock last evening, ag 
trains were rattling by on the bridge 
tracks and the adjoining elevated struc. 
ture. Three negroes, William Ford, 
Charles Miller and Dug Phoenix, were 
buried in the ruins and seriously in- 
jured, while Ernest Finley, a negro 
boy, 3 years old, fell under a protecting 
beam in such a position that he was 
hardly scratched. 

The rickety state in which the build- 
ing must have been was shown by the 
completeness of the wreck. Except for 
the rear wall, hardly one brick was left 
standing on another. 

The building was owned, the police 
were told, by the Terminal Railroad 
Association, which acquired, before it 
built the Washington Avenue Station, a 
little more land than it put to immedi- 
ate use. Another building, also said 
to be the Terminal’s property, on the 
same block, looks so fragile that tha 
police will ask the Building Commis- 
sioner to inspect it. 

Celling Crashes Down. 

Tobe Williams occupied the first 
floor as a frestaurant, and negroes 
roomed on the upper floors, Williams, 
William White and the men and child 
already named were in the restau- 
rant when they heard the familiar 
noise of trains outside blend into an 
ominous sound within the building. 

The next instant the ceiling of the 
second floor crashed down, some of 
the plaster falling through to the 
restaurant, Williams and White made 
a dash for a ventilator hole which 
formed a narrow exit to the rear. As 
they squeezed through the hole, the 
front and side walls fell. 

Patrolman McEneny was in the 
Washington avenue station at the 
time, and the noise made him think 
the bridge had fallen: He ran down 
and met the terrified negroes, who 
told him three men and a boy were 
undoubtedly dead in the ruins. 

Beams Protect Men. 

Firemen were called, and it was soon 
scen that the imprisoned negroes were 
alive. <All were in terror, and the 
child’s cries in particular made the fire- 
ren work vigorously. Soon they suc- 
ceeded in releasing the men and the 
boy. That they had not been killed 
surprised everyone who saw the ruins. 
Peams and joists fell in such a man- 
ner as to keep the weight of tons of 
building material from resting directly 
on the men’s bodies, and the boy wag 
ccmpletely protected. 

His loud screams convinced the fire- 
men that he was more frightened than 
hurt, but he was sent to the city dis- 
pensary with the men. He was sent 
home in care of an aunt, while the 
men were sent to the hospital. 

A part of the ruins fell upon the ele- 
vated tracks, but only a Slight delay 
was caused to trains. Williams said 
his loss would be $500, but the police 
were inclined to put the figure lower. 


IMPURE MILK KILLS 
FIFTY CHICAGO BABIES 


Health Bulletin Shows Death In. 
crease in July Despite 
Cooler Weather. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—The most con- 
vincing proof that part of Chicago's 
milk supply is bad and that pure 
milk legislation is necessary, was 
furnished today by the city Health 
Department in its weekly bulletin. 

The bulletin’s argument {is summed 
up in a few figures, which show that 
in July of this year the unfit milk 
sold in the city cost the lives of more 
than 650 babies under one year of age. 
The <dncrease in deaths was 10.7 per 
cent. 

The increase in deaths of the babies 
under two years of age was 46 over 
the same month a year ago or 10 
per cent, and ‘Health Commissioner 
Young charges the increased deaths 
to the bad milk supply. With the 
weather more favorable for infant 
health this year than during the 
same month @ year ago, the deaths 
increased. 

He also points out that while itn 
July, 1911, 660 per cent of the city’s 
milk supply was of good quality, 
only 40 per cent was of this class 
during last month.

Certain House Members Object 
to American Registry for 
Foreign-Built Ships. 


NEWPORT NEWS OBJECTS 
If Provision Stands, Law Remoy- 
ing Duties on Ship Material 
May Be Demanded. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The 
House today requested a conference 
on the Panama Canal Dill, which 
passed the Senate yesterday, and, 
which, the President told callers to- 
day, he will sign, though objecting to 
certain provisions. The House named 
as its managers in the conference 
Representatives Adamson, Sims and 
Stevens of Minnesota. The Senate 
named Senators Brandegee, Bristow 
and Simmons. 

That the measure will not pass to 
final enactment as law, without a 
further fight against the amendment 
permitting American’ registry for 
foreign-built ships, owned by Ameri- 
cans, was indicated late today when 
telegrams of protest were received 
from the Newport News Chamber of 
Commerce, and other civic bodies in 
shipbuilding centers. 

The amendment put into the Dill 
by the Senate opens the way to Amer- 
ican owners of foreign-built ships to 
enjoy the privilege of -American reg- 
istry, provided they keep their ships 
exclusively in the trade to and from 
foreign points, It is understood many 
House members are demanding that 
if foreign-built ships are permitted 
to fly the American flag, Congress 
also shall pass a law permitting the 
importation, without tariff, duty, of 
articles used in the building of ships 
in American yards. 

This demand frequently has been 
before both branches of Congress. 
The cost of manufacturing ships in 
the United States is much higher 
than in foreign shipyards and it is 
said conditions would be somewhat 
equalized if the cheaper foreign ma- 
terials could be imported without the 
payment of tariff. 

In the telegrams received by the 
House and Senate members today 
from the Newport News Chamber of 
Commerce, it was stated that civic 
bodies in all parts of the country had 
been asked to demand a full hearing 
on the “free ship” legislation before 
action finally was taken by Congress. 





House Passes Bill to Require Suffi- 
cient Life boats on Ships, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The House 
today, eager for adjournment, passed 35 
private claim bills, adopted a half-score 
resolutions, sent the Panama Canal bill 
to conference and passed three meas- 

ures of general importance. 

One of the measures passed was intro- 
duced by Chairman Alexander of the 
Merchant Marine Committee, providing 
in general terms that every passenger- 
carrying vessel hereafter must be 
equipped with enough life belts for 
every passenger and member of the 
crew, and with lifeboats sufficient to 
remove from a stricken ship all human 
beings at the one time. It also extends 
the inspection of ocean-going steamers 
to those flying foreign flags, but which 
touch at United States ports. The other 
was introduced by Representative Har- 
dy of Texas, and makes more inflexible 
the clearance for vessels not manned 
according to law. 

Another measure for which a long 
fight had been made was the Dill of 
Representative Simmons of New York, 
Republican, regulating the importation 
of nursery stock and empowering the 
Secretary of Agriculture to establish a 
quarantine against insect pests.

Sees Time Near When Wealthy

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SKIBO, Scotland, Aug. 10. —So the 
Post-Dispatch asks me to give its 
representative an interview expand- 


“ing my views expressed at Montrose 


regarding wealth,” echoed Andrew 
Carnegie after the correspondent had 
stated his mission. 

“Well, ‘The Gospel of Wealth’ 
(written by Carnegie) was published 
in 1889-and attracted the attention of 
Gladstone, wha,.begged permission to 
have it publish@d in Great Britain. 
The Pall Mall Budget was his ve- 
hitle, Afterward Gladstone, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the Rev, Price 
Hughes, and several others had art- 
icles upom it in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury. It also contributed one in con- 
clusion. 

“When. President Roosevelt first 
gave his views upon wealth and its 
duties in 1906 I azent him a copy of 
my ‘Gospel of Wealth’ and the Presi- 
dent’s reply began thus: ‘I am much 
struck with the fact that 17 years 
ago you had it all.’ That was when 
the President sent his notable mes- 
sage to congress six years ago call- 
ing attention to the unequal distribu- 
tion of wealth and recommending 
high progressive taxes upon estates 
at the death of the owners.” 

Turning rapidly over the pages of 
his last book, “Problems of Today,” 
Carnegie continued: 

Taxing of Estates Proper. 

“The growing disposition to tax 
more and more heavily large estates 
left at death is a cheering indication 
of the growth of a salutary change 
in public opinion.The State of Penn- 
sylvania now takes, subject to some 
exceptions, one-tenth of the property 
left by its citizens. The budget pre- 
sented in the British Parliament the 
other day proposes to increase the 
death duties and, most significant of 
all, the new tax is to be graduated. 

“Of all the forms of taxation this 
seems to be the wisest. 

“Men who continue hoarding great 
sums all their lives, the proper uge of 
which for public ends would work 
good to the community from which 
the money chiefly came, should be 
made to feel that the community, in the 
form of the state, cannot thus be de- 
prived of its proper share. 


“By taxing estates heavily at death 
the state marks its condemnation of 
the selfish millionaire’s unworthy life. 
It is desirable that nations should go 
much further in this direction. Indeed, 
it is difficult to set bounds to the share 
of a rich man’s estate which should go 
at his death to the public through the 
agency of the state. 


Taxes Should Be Graduated. 

“And, by all means, such taxes should 
be graduated, beginning at nothing 
upon moderate sums to dependents and 
increasing rapidly as the amount swells, 
until that of the millionaire’s hoard, as 
of Shylock, at least ‘the other half 
comes to the privy coffer of the state.’ 

“This policy would work powerfully 
to induce a rich man to attend to the 
administration of his wealth during his 
life, which is the end that society should 
always have in view, as being by far 
the most fruitful for the people. 

“Nor need it be feared that this pol- 
icy would sap the root of enterprise 
and render men less anxious to accumu- 
late, for to the class whose ambition 
it is to leave great fortunes and be 
talked about after death it would be 
even more attractive—and, indeed, a 
somewhat nobler ambition—to have 
enormous sums paid over to the state 
from their fortunes. 

“At Montrose I stated that the il- 
lionaires in America and in the British 
colonies have so far escaped just taxa- 
tion, but it is soon to come. I informed 
the audience that Congress had passed a 
law compelling all those receiving $5000 a 
year to pay 1 per cent of that tetal in- 
come so that every man in America 
laden with $200,000,000 has to contripute 
not less than $100,000 yearly to the Gov- 
ernment under this special tax. Thig I 
consider a step in the right direction. 
The present unequal distribution of 
wealth will not be tolerated just in pro- 
portion as the mass of the people become 
more intelligent,

Many of the Swimmers Collapse 
After Long Endurance Paddle 
in Muddy River.

CHICAGU, Aug. 10.—That great lit- 


tle swimmer, the acknowledged king of 
Western college natators, William R. 
Vosburg, born and raised in. Chicago 

and a student of the University of IIli- 
nois, today won the fifth annual river 


marathon swim of the Iilinois Athletic 
Club by fully 100 yards from his nearest 
competitor, S. Merriam of the IIli- 
nois Athletié Club. Milliard Kaiser of 
the Missouri A. C., St. Louis, was third. 

Chauncey Heath, also of the Mis- 
sourt Athletic Club, finished ninth. 
Ueath’s time was ih. 9m., 263., a 
creditable showing considering the 
conditions. 

The start was made from a point in 
the lake opposite the Chicago Yacht 
Club, thence through the river to the 
Jackson boulevard bridge, a distance of 
about two and three-quarter miles. The 
winner’s time for the distance was lh. 
9m. 22s. 

Forty-five starters answered the call 
of the clerk of the course, and this smal! 
army of natators was sent away on lis 
long journey by Mayor Harrison. Of 
this number only 19 finished, and many 
of them had to be pulled from the water 
by their attendants because of cramps 
and fatigue. 

Three judges’ boats carried doctors, 
and several times it was necessary to 
administer oxygen before the afflicted 
swimmers regained their composure.

“Clothes are high, too, and the tariff 
has something to do with that, but if 
you take any staple article of food and 
the necessities of life you will see that 
the cost of living has been greatly ex- 
aggerated. If people lived the same way 
their grandparents did they could live 
almost if not quite as cheap as any- 
where else in the world. 

“Another very important factor in the 
high cost of living is the waste. It has 
often been said, and it is unfortunately 
quite true, that a French family can 
Live on what an American family 
wastes. It ts not only what Is actually 
thrown away, but all the small sums 
that are wasted all the time. Who 
cares for. a nickel? What does it mat- 
ter if a thing is.2 or 3 cents a pound 
dearer? Everybody wants the best—nat 


the best value. No one saves on small 
things, -but it is the multitude of small 
things that adds to the cost of living. 

“T am not talking about the very poor 
people now, but about the average 
American family. The people who 
complain loudest against the high cost 
of living are often people who could get 
along well enough if they only would 
try to live within their means. 

“Formerly every member of an Amer- 
ican family used to do something to- 
ward the running of the household. I 
don't mean toward its support, but 
teward its running. The girls swept and 
made their own beds, the wife darned 
her husband’s socks; but the modern 
woman turns up her nose at that kind 
of thing.

66 EF people would live right they 

| would prosper. We have a big 

country, with a big population 
and boundless natura) resources. We 
have every potentiality for big pros- 
rerity; that is why we have got to have 
big business. We can’t get along with 
small business, and it is big business 
properly conducted that will give us 
not only national prosperity but what is 
equally important—individual prosperity 
also.” 

“‘What would be the relations between 
the Government and big business?” I 
put the question straight, and I got a 
straight answer. 

“No government can run business, 
and no business can run the Govern- 
ment. Our form of government was 
never intended to run business; it 
Was not cut out for that; its organ. 
ization is different. It ts the duty 
of the Government to consetve ‘our 
rights and privileges, and to see that 
we all enjoy them. That applies to 
the rich as well as to the poor, and 
to the strong as well as to the weak. 
This duty of conservation gives the 
Government the right to regulate 
business, and I want to say that it ts 
far easier to regulate business than 
to run it. 

“Take the men who are looked upon 
as great captains of industry. There 
are very few of them, because there 
are very few men-who can run a big 
business or a big corporation. But 
there is any number of men who 
could review their acts, and who—if 
they had the proper information and 
fave the question proper examina. 
tion and study—could say whether or 
not the men who were doing things 
were doing them right.

if they are not enforced, and there 
should be no doubt ag to the mean- 
ing of a law. 

“We will trim our gails to fit any 
breeze. What raises the mischief is 
the baffling breeze that comes by 
fits and starts from any direction. 

“It is uncertainty that Kills busi- 
ness.. There is nobody in the world 
who wants absolute certainty as 
much as the business man if he is 
doing business honestly. His success 
depends upon the closeness with 
which he anticipates events. Now it 
is even more important for a busi- 
ness man to know just what he may 
do and what he may not do. I am 
not referring to things like stealing 
or matters in which every m&an’s con- 
science will tell him what is right 
and what is wrong. There are many 
things which a few years ago were 
ordinary business practices and which 
today are criminal offenses, and no 
two lawyers can agree as to just 
what is law and what is not. 

“Sometimes I think that the men who 
make the laws don’t realize how great 
have been the changes in this country. 
Take our modern methods. of business. 
Now, it is easier to do business with 
California than it was to do business 


with Connecticut when I was a boy; 
and the manufacturer who would con- 
fine his sales to his own community 
could not live today. 

‘You see, with the great increase in 
population and the enormous expansion 
of manufacturing, business has grown 
to be too big for any one man to 
handle. We have seen the rise of great 
businesses from the one-man _ stage. 
First, a man had to take a working 
partner, then the next step was a silent 
partner with capital, then the limited 
liability company, and now the great 
corporations. 

“But after all, it is the small share 
holder gvho has taken the place of the 
silent partner, because more capital 
was needed than any silent partner 
could furnish. It is the public that is 
the silent partner of big business in this 
country today. Of course, I am talking 
about industrials and not about public 
utilities, 

Real Monopoly Impossible: Big 

* hg Insure Competition. 
cé N the old days profits were larger 

in proportion to the capital em- 

ployed than they are now or 
ever will be again. Nothing was said 
about it. It was not a crime to make 
money... Now when things are in cor- 
porate form there is a tendency to limit 
earnings more strictly than in the case 
of the individual. 

“There is the same tendency to dis- 
criminate against the corporation in the 
matter of the capitalization of good- 
will. Take a good baker in any town 
who hag made good bread for years 
and won a good name for himself. His 
plant might not be worth a thousand 
dollars, but his business is worth a lot 
because his good will is valuable, and 
his business would be worth a lot more 
if, having sold it, he undertook not to 
g0 back into business for five or ten 
years. This value of good will has al- 
ways been recognized by the courts, and 
is recognized by themb today. It ts 
earning capacity capitalized. I dg not 
see why a corporation should not cap- 
italize its good will as well as an indi- 
vidual. 

“Again, I am not talking about publle 
utilities, because it seems settled there 
that the public won't recognize the 
Same rights to them. All they can hope 
for is to be allowed to earn a fair re- 
turn on the capital, and after all it is 
right, because I believe that public 
utilities should never be put in a posi- 
tion where everybody cannot enjoy 
them.’”’ 

“But, Mr. Vail, is not the tendency 
of big business all toward the monop- 
Olization of each particular industry?” 

“Nonsense,” wag the unhesitating re- 
ply. “There can be no such thing as a 
monopoly in the United States today. A 
monopoly would mean big profits, and 
a8 soon as you get anything approach- 
ing big profits you have competition. Big 
profits breed competition. The only 
Way in which a monopoly would be even 
imaginable is if the business were con- 
ducted: in. such ? public-spirited way 


Keep Capital Good if They 
Were Only Enforced Properly, 
He Asserts. 


Production. Constantly Grows 
Cheaper, but Cost of Living 
Rises Because Everybody 
Wants the Best. 


ne incentive for anyone to compete, 
and the millenium hasn’t arrived yet. 
The public has the advantage all the 
time, and this is specially true of public 
utilities, where the profits can be, and 
often are, limited to a fair, and, ia 
some cases, a very small-return on the 
capita] invested. 

‘There are two things you must never 
forget—that no man or body of men 
can control anything as a monopoly for 
any length of time unless they are pro- 
tected by the Government, and that a 
‘near’ monopoly or big trust is a weak- 
ness in itself. Take a corporation doing 
50 per cent of the business in any given 
line. S80 long as the demand exceeds 
the production it is easy enough to keep 
up the prices; but just let the demand 
fall to, say, 65 per cent or even 75 per 
cent of the capacity of the plants, and 
the little fellow gets the business all 
the time. He can adjust his prices more 
easily. His business is more personal 
and he has a better hold, In rainy days 
the big fellow finds out that he has got 
to be an umbrella to protect the little! 
fellow. 

“Big business can serve the public 
better than small concerns can. These 
are days of continual improvement. 
Nothing is the same as it was five 
years ago, Why, our plant here has 
very nearly been entirely changed in 
many respects during that time. 

“This morning I talked with St. Louis 
better than I could have telephoned up- 
town five years ago. That is because we 
have hundreds of men at work continu- 
ally upon improvements—because we 
are able to, and do, spend a million dol- 
lars a year in experimental work. 

“That kind of thing is essential to big 
business, it is essential to the develop- 
ment of big business, and big business 
is essential to the development of the 
country. 

“You see, today steers are bringing 
more than $10 a hundredweight—that is, 
10 cents a pound—and -. cents a pound 
makes a mighty pleasant sound to the 
ear of the farmer. Now, the hig pack- 
ers are able to sell that steer to the 
consumer at a price the small butcher 
could not begin to sell at if he had to 
pay 10 cents to the farmer and pay 
transportation. The reason is that the 
big packers are able to employ the best 
chemists in the world and that they 
have learned to utilize every last bit of 
that steer. There is no waste in big 
business. Everything on that steer will 
be used—the hoofs, the hide, the hair, 
the glands—everything on which a profit 
can be made—and it all goes to reduce 
the cost of the steak that is put on the 
consumer's table. No small industry 
can do that.’’ 

Mr. Vail lives a plain. sim- 
ple life and works harder than most 
of the men that are under him. The 
other week he was in Vermont on Mon- 
day, on Tuesday he was attending a 
meeting in Boston, on Wednesday he 
was back in Vermont, Thursday all day 
ho was at his desk in New York, on 
Friday he put in a full day’s work in 
Boston, and on Saturday he worked 
hard all day in New York. He is 67 
years old, and there are few men 2%” 
years his junior who could stand the 
strain, but he does it all gmilingly. He 
is still a tremendously powerful man 
and cannot weigh much under 29 
pounds. He stands just over six feet ‘n 
his stockings. Books he is very fond of, 
but hag little time for reading. Now 
and then he gets hold of a good novel 
and enjoys it, but his time is pretty 
constantly occupied. He sleeps as well 
on a train as he does anywhere, and 
sometimes he will work in Boston and 
New York on alternate days and sleep 
on the train nights between.

Several telegrams were received 
yesterday by Dr. Carrington from 
Keating, one of which was sent by 
James B. Gottesberger of Webste: 
Groves and wired back for the in- 
formation of Dr. Carrington. 

Some of the Clews. 

In following all clews Dr. Carring- 
ton called on Gottesberger, who made 
this statement: 

“Tl was standing on the corner of 
Eighth and Market streets Friday 
evening with Mr. Crisp waiting for a 
car. We saw a young woman €o into 
an employment agency and look at 
the bulletins on the walls, She haa 
such a preoccupied air that we both 
watched her, and when we got on 
the car and opened our copies of the 
Post-Dispatch we saw the picture of 
Mrs. Boggess and instantly recog- 
nized it as that of the woman we 
had just seen. At Tenth street we 
got off the car and started back to 
find the woman, but she had gone. 
We then went to the telegraph of- 
fice and wired Mr. Keating that we 
had seen his daughter.” 

The mystery of the woman’s disap- 
pearance is deepened by reports from 
other cities saying that she has been 
seen there. In Denver it is said she 
left that place Friday for Chicago, 
after spending three days at a hotel 
where her strange manner attracted 
attention. 

Fear She Hag Ended IlAfe. 

Some of her friends fear she has 
killed herself on account of one of 
her hands being partly paralyzed.

Hitherto Rock-Ribbed Re- 
publican States. 





SEAGIRT, N. J., Aug. 1.—From states 
west of the Mississippi Gov. Woodrow 
Wilson is receiving hundreds of reports 
of straw ballots which give the first real 
index of popular sentiment. All of 
them, held in communities in states 
which heretofore have been classified 
as rock-ribbed Republican, Gov. 
Wlison has a big lead, whfle Col. 
Roosevelt is running g00d second. 
President Taft is everywhere a poor 
third. 

From the First Swedish Baptist 
Church of “Minneapolis, Minn., Gov. 
Wilson today received this report of 
a ballot of the congregation: Wil- 
son 120, Roosevelt 69, Taft 19, Debs 3. 

Other telegrams and letters give 
about the same ratio. With the ex- 
ception of those who come from New 
York State, visitors to Seagirt in- 
variably predict that the big Bull 
Moose will be Wilson’s chief oppo- 
nent. President: Taft’s name is sel- 
dom mentioned in~ connection with 
the presidential contest, and there 
have been few politicians here who 
were willing to concede the Repub- 
lican nominee 560 votes in the elec- 
toral college. 

Wilson to Attack Neither. 

In his campaign utterances, Gov. 

Wilson will refrain from attacking 
either Col. Roosevelt or President 
Taft. He has made known to his 
political advisers that he is opposed 
to a campaign of personalities, and 
has said that he will confine himself 
to a discussion of the issues. In the 
few campaign speeches he will make, 
and his addresses to the delegations 
which visit him in Seagirt, the Gov- 
ernor will define his attitude on the 
planks in the platform which were 
omitted from his speech of accept- 
ance. 
Since last Wednesday thousands of 
telegrame have been received here 
congratulating the Governor on his 
speech of acceptance. So far as pos- 
sible, he will answer these messages 
personally. . He was up before 7 
o'clock this morning and after break- 
fast devoted three hours to his cor- 
respondence.

TWO GOVERNORS 
IN TLINOIS IF HE 
WINS, SAYS DUNNE 


Initiative and Referendum Will 
Be Automatic Executive, 
Democrat Declares. 








Judge Edward F. Dunne, Democratic 
nominee for Governor of Illinois, told 
a large East St. Louis audience at the 
Lansdowne Airdome last night that if 
he were elected there would be ‘two 
Governors’”’ at Springfield—the man sit- 
ting in the Governor’s chair, and the 
initiative and referendum, acting as 
governor over the legislative machinery. 

‘‘And the man,’ he added, ‘‘will see 
that the automatic governor is kept well 
oiled.”’ 

Attacks the G. 0. P. 

Judge Dunne, who was Mayor of Chi- 
cago for two years, attacked the record 
and the platform of the Republican par- 
ty in Illinois and in the nation, but 
chiefly in the State. 

He accused Gov. Deneen and the Re- 
publican Legislature of trying to 
thwart’ the people’s will by refusing to 
enact legislation for the initiative and 
referendum. 

Charges Extravagrance. 

The adoption of the initiative and 
referendum, he said, would mean the 
end of corruption and special privil- 
ege in the State, and for that reason, 
he said, the Republicans opposed it. 

He spoke briefly of the tariff, and 


attacked the Republican party for 
extravagance in the national and 
state governments, declaring that 
Gov. Deneen was incompetent. The 


Republican legislators, he said, were 
insincere, and mocked the will of the 
people. They double-crossed the peo- 
ple in the election of Lorimer as Sen- 
ator, he said. 

A procession of 87 automobiles, oc- 
cupied by members of the St. Clair 
County Democratic Club, escorted Judzga 
Dunne from the depot to the airdome. 
He left for Chicago after the rally.

First Secretary of State to Be 
Designated as Special 
Ambassador. 


EVIDENCE OF FRIENDSHIP 





At Present Two Countries Are 
Vitally Interested in Important 
Diplomatic Mattérs. 





By Associated Presa, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. © 10. _-For the 


first time in the ‘history of the 
United States, the Secretary of State 
was today designated as a, spetvial, 
Ambassador to a foreign power. 
President Taft assigned Secretary 
Knox as Special Ambassador to 
Japan to attend the funeral of the 
late Emperor, Mutsuhito, on-Sept. 12, 
with the statement that the mission 
was given to the premfer of the Cab- 


inet as evidence of the American 


friendship fo Japan. 

When Viscount Chinda, Japanese 
Ambassador to Washington. heard of 
of the mission, he asserted that it 
would be taken by the Japanese peo- 
ple and Government as an act of the 


greatest courtesy and one calculated 
to make even warmer and more cor- 
dial the existing relations weeween 
the two Governments. . 
Some Important Questions. 

At present the United States and 
Japan are vitally interested in sev- 
eral important diplomatic matters, 
including the great international 
loan to be made to the new Chinese 
republic; the neutralization. of the 
future railroad system of Manchuria; 
the development of Manchuria and 
Mongolia by the aid of outside capi- 
tal; the treatment of American mis- 
sionaries in Korea; and the use of 
the Panama Canal by Japanese. ships. 

All of these matters are more or 
less pending between the two nations 
and the present foreign minister of 
Japan, -Viscount Uchida, who was 
formerly Ambassador to Washington, 
a personal friend of Secretary Knox 
and the secretaries are intérested in 
all of them. For some time Secre- 
tary Knox, in view of the slow prog- 
ress of diplomatic procedure, has 
contemplated a persorial visit to 
Japan, with a view of reaching, with- 
in a short time, a complete under- 
standing with the Japanese Govern- 
ment. The assumption of the office 
of foreign affairs by his friend 
Baron Uchida, promised to facilitate 
an easy exchange of honest views 
regarding the policies of the two 
countries. ‘ 

May Talk Politics, 

Thus, the Secretary, having con- 
cluded his duties as funeral ambas- 
sador, may find an opportunity to 
discuss these questions of policy 
with the Japanese foreign minister. 

Secretary Knox will be accompanied 
on his mission by Mrs. Knox. As 
aids, he will have a Major-General 
of the army and a Rear Admiral of 
the navy, to:be selected. Ranford 8. 
Miller, chief of the far Eastern di- 
vision of the State Department, will 
accompany him as secretary of the 
Embassy. 

The Secretary will leave Washing- 
ton next Tuesday and will board the 
armored cruiser Pennsylvania at 
Seattle for the trip across the Pacific. 
He expects to return early in Oc- 
tober.

My opinions were 
quickly formed. I became one of them. 

I did not wish to toil for others, but I wishe.! to 
toil for myself. But how could I go about it? 

| didn’t have much else, but I had acquired ex- 
perience and was full of energy. I decided to 
fight against that pack of hounds, full of stupid- 
ity and evil, which makes up the society of the 
present. I quitted Paris toward my eighteenth 
year, for I began to dread compulsory military 
service. 

I committed two burglaries and left the country 
for Belgium. I arrived Oct. 6, 1910, at Charleroi. 
| worked for a few days. 1 mingled with an- 
archists. That was enough, and in the early days 
of November I was arrested, but was released 
after eight days for want of evidence against me. 

When I came out of prison I worked a few more 
days and then got acquainted with a few com- 
rades of my own opinions, comrades who were 
good and frank, energetic, with whom I associ- 
ated in house-breakings, for it was necessary to 
live, and I wished no more to go to the mills 
or the coal yards. I was then 20% years old. 

Early in November 1 met a girl. I departed 
with her for Brussels, where my comrades bad 
preceded me. There we remained until tlie end 
of February, 1911, and I was obliged to leave the 
city because the police were hot after ne for the 
robberies I had committed at Charleroi and vi- 
cinity. 

I returned to Paris, where I got a job on the 
newspaper Anarchie and went to work. I worked 
most: of the day, and, as the pay was small, I 
committed several burglaries with the assistance 
of certain associates. But even that didn’t bring 
in a great deal. I tried circulating counterfeit 
money, but soon learned that was as risky as 
burglary and brought in less money. So I quit 
the bad money. Toward the month of July, 1911, 
many of my best friends fell into the hands of the 
police. I was deeply pained by this and deter- 
mined to get revenge from this criminal society. 

Also I quit the journal and went to live at Vin- 
cennes with my sweetheart, who was devoted to 
me and whom I loved dearly. 


[ Outlawry Netted Them Little. 


D URING the time I passed at the newspaper 











work I lost some of my companions; but, 

on the other hand, I had gained new 
ones who were fully as desperate as I. We dis- 
cussed the best method of making our cry of 
revolt heard more clearly than ever. It was then 
we decided to rent several habitations so we 
could work in all security. We committed robbery 
after robbery, but we got little as a rule and 
when we did make a lucky haul we had to give 
it all to aid companions who were in trouble with 
the police. 

During these last months I had searched for a 
chum who was a chauffeur, but in vain. Al- 
though I had learned to drive a car a little, I was 
not expert, and hesitated to undertake to steal 
an automobile preparatory to making a coup that 
would free us from want for some time to come. 
At this juncture, however, I made the acquaint- 
ance of Bonnot. \.e talked of the project and 
finally reached an understanding. 

It was then that, on the night of Dec. 14, 1911, 
we committed the theft of an auto at Boulogne, 
and we went to hide it in the garage of a me- 
chanic whose address a friend had given us. We 
had planned two big safe-robbing jobs and also 
to rob a bank messenger. 

On the night of Dee. 20-21 we departed to seek 
the car at the garage. I paid the mechanic and 
we took the road. It was 1 a.m. We picked up 


a blowpipe I had bought for forcing entry into 
large safes on the way from the house of a 


friend. There were four pals of us. But a cir- 
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cumstance would not permit us to 

do job; for, to do it, we needed 

weather which would favor us, and 

what we wished did not come about. 

We needed rain. Finally, about 3 

in the morning, we took the blowpipe 

back and then we decided upon the affair of the 

bank messenger, a task ful] of peril, &s you are 
to see. 

We drove about Paris the rest of the night unti' 
8 o'clock in the morning. 1 stayed at the wheel 
to get my hand in well, for I already had a good 
beginning. I felt myself capable of facing atv 
difficulty of the road with good grace, for this 
was very necessary. We had to have two chuul- 
feurs in case one of them was wounded 

At exactly 9 o’clock we saw him (the bank mes- 
senger) leaving a street car, as was his ¢nxtorn, 
accompanied by another person especially as- 
signed for that purpose. It is a serious moment. 
We must act quickly; a second of hesitation ard 
we are lost! 

The car advances; 1 descend from it and one 
of my companions descends at the same time, 
while Bonnot remains at the wheel and the 
fourth in the machine, so that no person can 
jump into it. - 

I walk upon the sidewalk to meet the boy from 
the bank, my hand in my overcout pockct clutch- 
ing the butt of my revolver. My companion is on 
the other side of the sidewalk, a few paces be- 
hind me. Arrived. .to within three paces of ‘he 
messenger I draw my~-revolver and, coolly, I fire 
a first bullet and then a second one. He falls 
and the pan accompanying him ‘lees. completely 
terrorized. I pick up  2n2 sick and my compa- 
nion another. That imbecile of a boy didn’t want 
to release them, because he was not vet dead. 
He let go of it soon, however, for he lost con- 
sciousness.

W E start to climb into the car again; cer- 








tain bystanders make as if to stop us, 

but we draw our revolvers and fire 
several shots and everybody runs. We climb in- 
to the auto, I by the side of Bonnot. It is 9:30 
o’clock. 

We are at St. Denis and scarcely know which 
way to go. Finally we take the route to Havre, 
but not directly—we make many detours, ith to 
avoid being overtaken and to avoid the nccesgity 
for a fight, though we are terribly armed. I had 
not fewer than six revolvers on me, of which 
one could be mounted on_a frame and would kill 
at 500 yards, and my companions each had three, 
and we had 400 cartridges in our pockets, and 
were firmly resolved to die rather than be taken. 

About 11 a. m. we arrived at Pontoise and 
paused to open the sacks. In the sack which 1 
had taken tnere was $50,000 in bank certificates. 
which we could hardly hope to negotiate. We 
were disappointed, for we expected to find $30,000 
in currency. Finally we consoled ourselves; we 
could either sell the coupons or else turn to 
some other job. 

I took the wheel and we started. It rained. 
That was nothing; we braved the rain and cr- 
rived at Beauvais. The tollkeeper made us the 
Sign to halt. I put my foot on the accelerator and 
we darted past him. He was so stupid that he 
tried to run after us, and then stopped as if 
stupefied. The ignoble brute had never had that 
happen to him before. 

During the month of January, 1912, I, Bonnot 
and two pals whose names I shall not give here, 
stole an auto of 40 horsepower in Paris not far 
from Rue Ordener. We opened the garage with a 
false key, started the machine and passed out 
right under the nose of the watchman. With this 
auto, a double phaeton, we departed to make a 
coup in the North of France. 

Then we went, Bonnot and I, to hide the cur at 
the house of a friend a few days. Two days aft?r 
we returned and got the machine and departed 
for the place where the other two were awaiting 
us. We.started at 6 o’clock in the evening, as 
we did not know the road very well, and that 
would give us still some daylight. We had 
250 miles to make. Each took turn driving and 
we arrived at the place about 5 a. m., but after- 
ward a disagreeable surprise awaited us. 

At Douai we punctured a tire and stopped to 
replace it. After half an hour we started again. 
Toward noon rain began to iall, and as there was

We arrived at Aulnay-sur-Bois 

at some distance from Paris, I driv- 

ing and the falling snow so thick I 

could scarcely see the road.

right. I saw the turn too late—the machine is 
on the edge of a ravine. [ tug at the wheel, but 
it does no good. The car plunges into the ditch. 
We picked ourselves up, all unhurt. We took our 
tools and went to the station at 7 p. m. We 
reached Paris and went home greatly fatigued. 
Or the morrow a great to-do in the papers. 

But we dia not get discouraged at that. Or 
the contrary, Jan. 20, I departed, always in c.m- 
pany with Bonnot, for Gand, Belgium, while the 
other two were busy vainly trying to cash the 
certificates of the Rue Ordener. Jan. 22 I 
learned by the papers that I was known to the 
police. 
and that same evening my girl was arrested in 
Paris. I was very much put out about that. 

Finally, Jan. 23, a pal joined us. Then, in the 
night, we stole an automobile, which we drove to 
Amsterdam, where, thanks to the assistance of 
a friend, we sold it for a good price That en- 
couraged us a little. 

We returned to Gand and found another garage, 
in which there were two cars, a limousine and a 
double phaeton of 60-horsepower. That very 
evening I unlocked the door with a skeleton key 
and we entered. Scarcely had we done so when 
we noticed a small sleeping chamber with a bed 
in it. We divined that this must be the room 
of the chauffeur, but ag he evidently had gone 
out for a walk we hoped to get the cars out 
before he could return. 

We started to work, but found ourselves un- 
able to get the first car going. We examined the 
motor. It appeared all right, but, just the same, 
we couldn’t get it to start. 

About midnight we heard a key turn in the 
lock, for we had already learned to close all doors 
behind us. Immediately we extinguished our 
electric lights. The door opened and a man en- 
tered. It was a critical moment. He turned an 
electric button and immediately the garage was 
illuminated. 

We leaped from behind the automobile and, 
putting our revolvers under his nose, said: “Not 
a word or you are a dead man!” He said nothing 
for a second but started an argument when I 
asked him to help us.

Why Large Rain Drops Follow T hunderclap 


By. PROF. FRANCIS E. NIPHER, Washington University, St. Louis.

Every disruptive lightning discharge which has its terminals in air terminates as sheet 
lightning at one end and forked lightning at the other end. 

The region of sheet lightning is one in which the air molecules have less than their 
It is a region in which the air is in a condition of con- 
duction.

the artillery of the sky is accompanied by a pre- 
c'pitation of moisture. 

“Heat is necessary for a thunderstorm,” ex- 
plains Hayes. “These tempests may occur at any 
hour of the day or night and in any part of the 
year, but théy are commonest in the warmest 
months and in the hottest part of the day. At 
most weather stations a maximum temperature 
is recorded between 2 and 6 p. m. There is also a 
small second maximum between 3 and 5 a. m. 
It was during this second period that the terrific 
thunderstorm of July 14 occurred. 

“One thing is common to. all thunderstorms— 
they are caused by moist rising air which cools 
as it ascends and masses itself into the vast. 
cumulus clouds which are usually the forerun- 
ners of thunderstorms. 

“The mist which forms the clouds may be 
evaporated from the earth or from nearby bodies 
of water. But sometimes the water is obtained 
from low-lying masses of vapor which have trav- 
eled from the ocean. In the case of St. Louis the

+ fog may have come from the Gulf of Mexico or 


the Great Lakes. It is evident that all the water 
which fell July 14 in St. Louis and its vicinity 
could not have been drawn from the Mississippi 
River or Creve Coeur Lake without lowering their 
levels to 'an amazing degree. 

“As the cloud cools, tne air which supports the 
water in solution becomes supersaturated and is 
compelled to let go of it. Thence comes the rain. 
Cne of these great cumulus clouds may be 70 
miles long and four miles high and contain an 
enormous reservoir of water. Each drop of 
water is electrified, and as the tiny drops co- 
alesce into larger ones, their charge of electricity 
is increased. When the pressure of electricity in 
a cloud becomes uncontrollable, there is a dis- 
charge between cloud and cloud or between cloud 


and earth. The result is that a fiery javelin, 
sometimes several miles in length, is launched 
across the sky. We call it lightning. It is the 


same thing, on a grand scale, as the flash which 
passes between the poles of a friction electric- 
machine in a laboratory. 





| The Cause of Thunder. 
oT EE thunder which follows lightning 


seems to be satisfactorily explained by 

the fact that the electric discharge, in 
driving its way through the atmosphere, heats the 
air and vapor lying along its path to a very high 
temperature, causing a very violent expansion 
along the whole length of the flash, simultaneous- 
ly followed by an equally violent contraction and 
the preduction of a wave of expansion and com- 
pression, or, what is the same thing, a noise. 
_ “I believe that the safest place during a thun- 
derstorm is a telegraph office or a building 
which is a nest of electric wires. ' “We never hear 
o? lightning striking anyone in a telegraph office. 
This is because such offices, into which bolts are 
likely to enter through the wires, are fitted with 
lightning arresters. Most houses, likewise, which 
are wired for telephone or lighting are protected 
by fuses, which melt and break the 
whenever lightning enters.” 

Concei ning the degree of protection offered by 
the lightning rod, the invention of Benjamin 
Franklin, Hayes said he believed it to be more 
useful In the country than in the city. 

“An isolated house in the country,” said he, 
‘is in more danger of being hit than are the 
houses closé together in the city. There should 
be several sharp metal points prejecting 10 or 
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15 feet above the roof of the house iol connect: 
ing by metal rods without joints with a plate 
buried in the ground where the soil is permanent- 
lv damp, or with a subterranean stream of water. 
The points themselves should be connected by 
horizontal rods. 

“Skyscrapers contain such masses of iron that 
they act as their own lightnimg rods, and one of 
them is rarely struck by lightning.” 

The most dangerous place to be during the 
thunderstorm, according to statistics which have 
been carefully kept, would be in a windmill or 
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It is usually considered less dangerous 
to remain in the open during a thunder- 
storm than to “o under a tree. Ob- 
servations tak» carefully during one 
vear show age 1s ae to he tnaccurate.

That would 
mean that five persons in St. Louis are doomed 
to die each year by this agency, and loca] mor- 
tuary -office reports indicate that this is about 
the average number of deaths.

The ‘proportion of deaths from lightning in the 
United States is greatest in the Upper Missouri

During the same period 964 head of cattle, 306 
horses, 30 mules, 426 sheep and 116 hogs were 
killed, the loss being $48,257. The continuous 
barbed-wire fences used on the Western prairies 
are said to increase greatly the number of cat- 
tle killed by lightning, as these seek shelter in 
some corner of the field and the lightning rung to 
them along the wire from very considerable dis- 
tances.

The Raffles loot at this villa—secured also 
during a social function—comprised, it is said, 
a diamond pendant of Spanish design, a diamond 
brooch fashioned after a Greek cross, a Tekla 
pearl nécklace, a pair of diamond earrings, a 
pair of enameled cuff studs, a jewel box con- 
taining a black-enameled stickpin, a diamond 
ring set in platinum—which is much more pre- 
cious than gold—and $64 in plain, common cash. 


A little later the Raffles person (presumably) 
extracted from the splendid country home of Mr. 
W. W. Willock of Sewickley, Pa., rings, necklaces 
and brooches valued at $4000. Other thefts pre- 
sumably negotiated by the same mysterious trifler 
were reported to the local police, with the result 
that Miss Elsie Janis, the only theatrical member 
of the summer circle, felt that the traditional 
press-agent story of the theft of the star’s jewels 
would have slight chance of public appreciation 
if perpetrated this season under a Narragansett 
Pier date line. 

After Mrs. Pierce’s diamond brooch wag stolen 
so sensationally several detectives were imported 
from New York. Their importers are as much of 
a mystery as is the identity of Mr. Raffles. Cer- 
tain it f& that Chief of Police James D. Caswell 
and his chief detective, Samuel Tucker, had noth- 
ing to do with the importation. The local sleuths 
of all seashore resorts along the Atlantic have a 
cold and cutting scorn for detectives from New 
York. To them is applied by the town detectives 
the generic name of Mr. Buttinsky. Caswell and 
Tucker declare that but for Mr. Buttinsky they 
would catch Mr. Raffles.

Post-Dispatch Newsboy Has $25,000 at 23 From Selling Papers 


CARBONDALB, IIL, Aug. 10. 


RANK NAUMANN of. this city, a newsboy 
F who began his business career in 1898, at 
the age of 9, by delivering the St. Louis 

— to 10 daily and 25 Sunday custom- 
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ers, is worth today, at the age of 
23, $25,000, accumulated by saving 
money from the proceeds of his 
newspaper route and investing it 
wisely. During all these years the 
Post-Dispatch has been his leader. 
Naumann does not use tobacco or 
intoxicants in any form. 

This “$25,000 mewsboy” owns 
two of the best business blocks in 
Carbondale, a two-story dwelling at 
818 West Main street and a cottage 
at 400 Hast Chestnut street, all oc- 
cupied by good tenants. ‘He collects 
$200 a month in rentals. He also 
holds $2000 stock in the Carbon- 
dale Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, paying 12 per cent interest. 
As a side line, Naumann operates 
& peanut roaster and a corn pop 
per in the evenings, which add an 
average of $50 a month to his in- 
come. Naumann makes about $150 
a month from his newspaper sales. 
Counting the iuivrest on his build- 
ing and loan stock and his bank 
deposits, he has a steady income of 
more than $499 a month, or about 
$5000 a year. A few weeks ago he 
refused an offer of $1500 for his 
newspaper route, 

Naumann maintains no news 
stand, his business being to deliver 
papers to regular customers. At 
times he has had as many as 800 
daily and 1600 Sunday papers to 
deliver. He is unmarried, but has 
helped te suppert a family of 7. 

When Naumann was 15 years old 
he deposited $8000 tn the Carbon- 


dale Trust ang Savings Bank, Two 
years later he bought the brick 
business block at 214 North West 
street, paying $6000 cash. This 
building is occupied by W. O. 
Hearn, druggist, who pays Nau- 
mann $60 a month for its use. A 
year after he bought the building 
Naumann refused an offer of $7000 
for it. 

At the age of 21 the newsboy 
bought the brick business block at 
190 South West street for $7000 
cash. The Patterson Clothing Co., 
leading clothiers in Carbondale, oc- 
cupies the building at a rental of 
$100 a month. The location is re- 
garded as the best in the city for 
mercantile purposes. Within two 
weeks after he bought this proper- 
ty several business men offered 
Naumann $9000 for it. 

Young Naumann enjoys a high 
reputation in Carbondale for hon- 
esty and square dealing. The Pest- 
Dispatch, both daily and Sunday, 
he says, remains his best circu- 
lator by far.

Method of Doing Punched Embroidery 


SE a loosely-woven fabrie stretched on a hoop. <A coarse cotton thread should be used 
for outline work, while a linen thread will do for the punched work. [tf is necessary to 
fasten the thread with a sewing needle while the large needle is being used, 

When it is necessary to join a new thread, while doing the punched work, fasten the 

threads together with a firm knot and trim the ends close. 

Outlining and solid work should be completed before the punched work is started.
